POWER TO REGULATE AND CONTBOL BATES OF FARE 
AND rot. * 

The case recentiy decided by the Supreme 
Court cf the United States, in which the State 
of Maryland and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company were parties, involved some important 
questions, The State of Maryland, as long ago 
as 1836, in granting a charter to the Company to 
build a branch road to Washington City, stipu- 
lated that the Company should pay to the State 
one-fifth of the whole amount received for the 
transportation of passengers over the branch 
road. This tax, or exactiou, was paid until 1860, 
whem the Company refused to pay it any longer. 
The case was tried in the courts of Maryland 
and judgments given for the Company. The 
Court of Appeals of Maryland held that, whether 
the original agreement was constitutional or not, 
the Company had collected the money as the 
agent of the State, and was bound to pay it over. 
The Supreme Court overruled this doctrine as 
inapplicable to the case, and holds that the 
money collected was that of the Company alone, 
and not of the State. 

The Supreme Court then exsmined the consti- 
tutionality of the agreement to pay over one 
fifth of the receipts from passengers, and the 
reasoning is so applicable, and has such a direct 
bearing upon questiou which engtoss the at- 
tention of the people of the Western States; that 
we give the language of the Court itself:

THE TOLL-GATE POLICY. 
There was an enterprising and ingenious 
gentleman in this State who, some years ago, 
when special legislation was allowed, and 
when charters were granted by a single vote 


had himself and his brother-in-law incorpor- 
ated asa toll-gate company, with authority 
to erect gates on any public road and to de- 
mand and collect tolls for the passage of per- 
sons, vehicles, and live stock through such 
gates. He was considerably disgusted when 
the first gate he erected was thrown down, | 
and he found himself indicted for obstructing | 
the public highway. | 

The New York Tribune is an advocate of 
the toll-gate policy. That paper earnestly 
opposes any reduction in the rates of tolls on 
the Erie Canal, and gives as a reason that the 


taxed to maintain highways by which the | 
people of the United States may take goods | 
into ‘New York to sell, and by which they 
mgy bring out of the State the goods they 
may buy. The Tribune opposes such reduc- 
tion on moral, scientific, philosophical, eco- 
nomichl, and arithmetical grounds. We will 
notice only the latter. New York had several 
canals, perhaps a dozen, the only one of 
which that earned enough to cover its annual 
cost for repairs was the Erie Canal, and all of 
the surplus earnings of that canal were con- 
sumed in making good the deficiencies in the | 
others. All these canals have been aban- 
doned now save four. These are the Erie, | 
Champlain, Oswego, and the Cayuga & 
Seneca. These four earned, in 1873, | 
within a fraction of $3,000,000, and cost 
$2,700,000, Of this the Erie earned over 
$2,700,000, and cost $1,700,000, showing a net 
surplus of a million of dollars. In 1874, the 
surplus earnings of the Erie Canal was a 
million of dollars. The other canals in the 
two years cost, over their earnings, $1,300,000, 
which was paid out of the surplus from the 
Erie. 2 

Now, an ordinary man, running four shops 
in no way connetted with each other, and one 
of them yields a net income of a million of 
dollars a year, and the others are maintained 
at a loss of nearly the same sum, would | 
probably shut up ‘the losing establishments, | 
and, if possible, increase his profitable busi- | 
ness at the other. The State of NeW York | 
has already practiced upon this common- | 
senso idea, and closed eight of her non-paying | 
canals. The State of New York has received 
$50,000,000. from the Erie Canal over 
all expenditures thereon, not including | 
the stolen and wasted revenue. ‘The railroad 
competition is now so great that, unless the 
tolls be reduced; the transportation of Brain | 
will be diverted from the canal, as the boats | 
cannot pay the present tolls and compete | 
with the railways. But the New York Ty. 
une objects, because, if the tolls on the Erie 
Canal be reduced, then the people must be | 
taxed to maintain the other three canals. | 
The policy of the New York Tribune excludes | 
the idea of maintaining a free highway, or a | 
road without toll-gates, as a modern innove- | 
tion, not to be tolerated. New York City, for 
instance, has no toll-gat-s on any road enter- 
ing that city, nor on Broadway, nor on Wall | 
street, nor on any of the streets, which are 
freely by all people who visit that city 
to buy of sell goods, and the people of New 
York City have to tax themselves to keep 
these’ stfeets in repair, and to pave and 
repave them at great expense, This 
policy is an innovation upon the system 
which prevailed a hundred and more years 
ago, when every man had to pay toll to get 
into. town, and toll to get ont of it again. 
The Erie Canal is a highway over which 
hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth of 
property are transported to New York to be 
sold, and of property purchased in New York 
transported to other States. It ought to have 
been made free, and maintaincd at the ex- 
pense of the State, many years ago. To keep 
any tolls on it, or to attempt to make ita 
source, of revenue, it having paid for itself 
long ago, is about as rational as it would be 
to put toll-gates on Broadway or at the 
entrance of Oentral Park, or to collect tolls 
for navigating the Hudson River.

These principles relate to the action of mind 
in given circumstances, and the problem is, 
to frame a theory which shall explein the 
principal facts, and ally them, if possible, in 
accordance with recognized mental laws. 
Let us see how the case in question pro- 
pounds itself: 

One law of mind is, that a man cannot have 
two opposite characters at the same time. 
He may be a good man, or a bad man, charac- 
teristically; but not both at once. A good 
man may yield to temptation and do even an 
extreme wrong; but he will not persist in it, 
or seek to cover it up by perseverance in 
falsehood, when an accusation is made and 
proof is advanced. Hence an accused person 
often and rightfully puts in his recognized 
character as part of his defense. It tends to 
make the charge appear absurd. This has 
been before the people the strong point in 
favor of Mr. Bzscuzr. They could not 
credit the accusation. It was untrue upon 
its face. We have heard of a promi- 
nent College President, and also of 
the editor of a leading religious paper 
at the East, who declared that, apart from 
the testimony, the psychological difficulty of 
believing in Mr. Bezcnzn’s guilt was insuper- 
able. The enormity of that guilt would be 
indescribable, and the imagination refuses to 
attempt the conception. Adultery is a sin of 
deep dye in any one; it is blackest of all ina 
clergyman. But what if to this be added 
multitudinous falsehoods? What if there be 
years of hypocrisy, in preaching, in praying, 
in conversation? What if, finally, there be 
perjury of the most brazen and blasphemous 
character, repeated again and again? What 
if this be done to contradict truth-telling wit- 
nesses, and to make them appear to the com- 
munity as conspirators and perjurers worthy | 
of the State’s Prison? The problem is, can 
Hensy Wasp Bc be sucha man? In- 
stinctively.one answers, No, as his whole con- 
gregation has done. 

And the seeming impossibility is increased 
in proportion as we are able to descend te 
the particulars which usually reveal personal 
character. While general usefulness in the 
pulpit, on the platform, and through the 
press, has weight, one is much more influ- 
enced by what is known of a man in the free 
outpourings of his spirit in less studied ways. 
Thus, in the case of Mr. Buren, they who 
have enjoyed his friendship and listened to 
his spontaneous utterances, who have heard 
him pray by the beds of the sick and 
dying, who have received his instruc- 
tion and consolation im the trying 
emergencies of life, in critical soul-

Being satisfied of 
this, they will naturally ask, can a man be at 
once the exemplar of piety and the blackest 
of sinners? Can it be credited that the 
greatest preacher of the age is also the most 
audacious hypocrite known to history?

James Devlin Dies of the Stabs Received 


from Billy Welch.” © 


Varying Statements of the Affray 
by Welch’s Friends. . 


The Prisoner Is Generally Given a Bad 
Character. 


His Story of This and Other Fights. 


The stabbing affray Sundsy evening at tho 
eorner of Clark and Taylor streets, the particu- 
lars of Which. euch as conld be. gleaned a% the 
time, have already been published, assumed a 
more serious shape yesterday by the death of 
James Deylin, at the County Hospital, from the 
wounds received. The circumstances of the case 
as then detailed were that the notosious 
“Billy” Welch, alias Charles De St. Clair, had 
had a difficulty with his wife Saturday evening at 
the variety show on South Clark street, known 
es. . the Atlantic ‘Theatre, where thoy 
were both employed, and that Sun- 
day evening, meeting near the corner of 
Clark and Tarlor streets, the fight was renewed ; 
that while the fracas was in progress the de- 
ceased happened to bo near and incerfered. re- 
ceiving two or more frightful wounds in the left 
side, which at the time it was supposed would 
prove fatal. Welch was arrested Monday 
aftefnoon and lodged in jail. To a Taniwxe 


air, contend g that he inflicted the woands 
in self-defense, while on the other hand Doylin 
denied that he was armed, and that he attem pied 
to strike Welch. The woman—the cause of the

His mother was sent for by telegraph, and 
she, with a daughter, came to the Hospital Mon- 
day. The mother remained until Tuesday, and 
returned to Milwaukee, leaving the sister to at- 
tend him. He died yesterday afternoon, after 
suffering intense agony. Dre. Gapen and Wius- 
low had a nurse constantly at his bed-side, and 
gave him such personal attention as was in their 
power. It is said that their treatment 
was not careful and proper, a statement which
